The Caribbean 

Six Gateways to the Caribbean: Panama—Venezuela—Haiti—Guate¬ 
mala — Martinique — Trinidad, all present the Caribbean in the flamboyant 
color and variety of its many races, customs, occupations and play. Since 
early times, there has been confusion about the Caribbean. It started with 
Columbus who, upon discovering the Islands, thought he had reached 
India, and called the natives "Indians". Map-makers soon began to label 
the Caribbean Islands the "West Indies" to distinguish them from the "East 
Indies". The name Caribbean comes from a fierce war-like tribe, known 
as Caribs. The rivalry that existed among Spain, England, France and 
Holland, during the 17th Century, was inevitably transferred to the Carib¬ 
bean stage. Each country eventually took possession of various islands and 
some portions of the mainland. The people who inhabit this area, in add¬ 
ition to the descendants of the native tribes, were immigrants and laborers 
induced or pressured into moving to this part of the world. Coming from 
Europe, Africa and Asia, they brought with them a conglomeration of lan¬ 
guages, religions, and social customs now reflected in the lives of the pre¬ 
sent inhabitants.
